True Spelling is not obſerv'd, 
but the right Sound of words, 
therefore omit all ſuperfluities z 
as;if a word hegins with aVowel, 
write the Vowel, and joyn the 
n-xt Conſonant, obſerving (a) 
at the top, and (t) at bottom, 
becauſe alike. 

If a word begiaor end with a 
double Conſonant or ore, joyw 
your Conſonants together till 
you come to a Vowel,letting the 
Conſonants following the Vowel 
in the Vowels place. Note, (c) 
is neyer usd in ſpelling, bur et- 
ther (4 ) or (s), whoſe ſound it 
always borrows, except when it 
is put for c5 : Alfo when 7 comes 
as a Conſonant, it muſt be chan- 
ved for g; likewiſe write f for 
ph. Iftwo Vowels come toge- 
ther, that which ſounds beſt oh« 
ſerve, rejetting the other, as ſu- 
perfluous.
